TO 



Amend the Law relating to Reformatory Schools 
in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by tlie Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
■with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assem- 
bled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

5 Preliminary. 

1. This Act may he cited as The Irish Reformatory Schools 
Act, 1868. 

2. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 

3. “Managers” shall include any Person or Persons having the 
10 Management or Control of any School to which this Act applies : 

“ Justice ” shall mean a Justice of the Peace having Jurisdiction 
in the Place where the Matter requiring the Cognizance of a Justice 
arises : 

“Justices” shall mean Two or more Justices in Petty Sessions, or 
15 a Police or Stipendiary Magistrate or other Justice having hy Law 
[Bid 65.] A Authority 
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Authority to act alone for any Purpose with the Power of Two 
Justices. 

4. It shall and maybe lawful for the Chief Secretary of the Lord 
Lieutenant of L-eland, upon Application made to him by the 
Directors or Managers of any such Institution, to direct One of 5 
Her Majesty’s D irectors of Convict Prisons in Ireland, who shall 
be strled Inspector of Reformatory Schools in Ireland, to examine 
and report to him upon its Condition and Regulations ; and any 
such Institution as shall appear to the Satisfaction of the said Chief 
Secretary, and shall he certified under his Hand and Seal to he 10 
useful and efficient for its Purpose, shall he held to he a Reformatory 
School under the Provisions of this Act : Provided always, that it 
shall be lawful for any of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Reforma- 
tories as aforesaid, to visit from Time to Time any Reformatory 
School w hic h shall have been so certified as aforesaid ; and if upon 15 
the Report of the Inspector the said Chief Secretary for the Time 
being- shall think proper to withdraw his said Certificate, and shall 
notify such Withdrawal under his Hand to the Managers of the said 
Institution, the same shall forthwith cease to he a Reformatory 
School within the Meaning of this Act ; and annual Reports of the 20 
Inspector as touching the Reformatory Schools under this Act shall 
he annually laid before both Houses of Parliament, accompanied 
by Accounts showing the Receipts and Expenditure of each such 
School, and the Certificates granted and withdrawn. 

5 . Whenever the Chief Secretary shall at any Time grant a Cer- 25 
tificate under this Act to any Reformatory School, he shall within 
One Calendar Month cause a Notice thereof to he published in the 
Dublin Gazette, and such Publication shall he a sufficient Evidence 

of the Eact of such Reformatory School having been certified to 
justify the Judge or the Justices before whom any such juvenile 30 
Offender shall have been convicted to commit such juvenile Offender 
thereto, subject to the Provisions of this Act ; and whenever the 
Chief Secretary shall withdraw the Certificate granted to any Refor- 
matory School, he shall within One Calendar Month give Notice of 
such Withdrawal in the said Gazette. 35 

6. The Lord Lieutenant may from Time to Time appoint a fit 

Person to assist the Inspector of P^eformatory Schools ; and every 
Person so appointed shall have such of the Powers and Duties of 
the Inspector as the Chief Secretary from Time to Time prescribes, 
but shall act under the Direction of the Inspector. 40 

7 . When 
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7. When the "Withdrawal of the Certificate of a Reformatory Disposal of 
chool takes effect, the youthful Offenders detained therein shall 
be, by the Order of the Chief Secretary, either discharged or 
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transferred to some other Certified Reformatory School. 

5 8. It shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of any County, County 

of a City, or Comity of a Town, if they shall think fit, at any Assizes, 
and for the Town Councils of the Boroughs of Dublin, Cork, and 
Limerick, upon the Application of the Directors or Managers of any 
Reformatory School for youthful Offenders which has been or wliieh 
10 may hereafter be certified under this. Act, supported in whole or iu 
part hy voluntary Contributions in such County or Borough respec- 
tively, to present a Sum of Money in aid of the Maintenance of 
such Offenders from such County or Borough respectively, sentenced 
to or detained in such Reformatory School, to he raised off the said 
15 County or Borough, subject to such Conditions as may he agreed 
upon between such Grand Jury or Council and such Directors, 
Managers, or Promoters. 



9. Provided, That no Money shall be presented or ordered to be No Money 
raised as aforesaid under this Act in aid of any Reformatory School ^, e c g“ 1 ated 
20 unless the Institution has been certified by the Chief Secretary as unless cer- 
aforesaid, nor shall any Money he paid under any such Presentment. Q^ f ^ cre 
or Order in aid of any School which shall have been so certified in tar y.

10. It shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of any Comity, County Grand Jury 
25 of a City or Countv of a Town, and for the Council of such Borough or Council 

as aforesaid, at a Special Meeting of such Council called for the with the 
Purpose, to appoint and empower a Committee of such Grand Jury 
or Council to enter into an Agreement with the Directors or Managers ception of 
of any Reformatory School certified as aforesaid, for the Reception ]^ u ^j r 
30 and keeping in such School from Time to Time of Offenders from County or 
such Comity or Borough sentenced to be detained in a Reformatory Borough. 
School, in consideration of such periodical Payments as may be agreed 
upon with such Managers or Directors ; and such Grand Jury or 
Council shall present the Payments of the Money which may from 
35 Time to Time become payable under such Agreement, without any 
previous Application to a Presentment Sessions. 

11. ALL Monies presented to be raised and paid for the Re- Monies 
ception and keeping of such Offenders in such School shall be

diture of their several Gaols. 

12 . "Whenever after the passing of this Act any Person shall he 
convicted of any Offence punishable with Penal Servitude or Im- 
prisonment before any Judge of Assize or Judges sitting under a 5 
Commission of Oyer and Terminer, or before any Court of Quarter 
Sessions, or before the Divisional Justices of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police District, or before any Justice or Justices of the Peace at 
Pettv Sessions, whose Age shall not, in the Opinion of such Judge 
or Court, exceed the Age of Sixteen Years, then and in every such 10 
Case it shall be lawful for the Judge or Court, or the Divisional 
Justices, or the Justices at Petty Sessions as aforesaid, before 
or by whom such Offender shall be so convicted, in addition to 
the Sentence then and there passed as a Punishment for his or her 
Offence, to direct such Offender to be sent, at the Expiration of such 15 
Sentence, to some One of the aforesaid Reformatory Schools the 
Directors or Managers of which shall be willing to receive such 
Offender, and to be there detained for a Period not less than Three 
Years and not exceeding Pive Years ; and such Offender shall be liable 
to be detained pursuant to such Direction : Provided always, that no 20 
Offender shall be directed to be so sent and detained as aforesaid 
unless the Sentence passed as a Punishment for his Offence at the 
Expiration of which he is directed to be so sent and detained shall 
be one of Imprisonment for Pourteen Days at the least ; and provided 
also, that no such Offender shall be liable or directed to be sent to 25 
any such Reformatory, except to some one Reformatory under the 
exclusive. Management of Persons of the same Religious Persuasion 
as that professed by the Parents or Guardians of such Juvenile 
Offender ; and in all Cases in which the Religion of the Parents or 
Guardians of such Juvenile Offender is unknown, the said Juvenile 30 
Offender shall be considered as belonging to that Religious Per- 
suasion in which he or she shall appear to have been baptized, or 
of which he or she shall profess to be a Pollower : Provided also, that 
in case the Court which shall order such Offender to be so sent and 
detained as aforesaid shall think it right to sentence such Offender to 35 
a previous Term of Imprisonment to which such Offender shall have 
been sentenced as a Punishment for his or her Offence, such Term of 
Imprisonment shall be directed to be carried out and spent, as far as is 
practicable, in strict Separation : Provided also, that the Chief Secre- 
tary may at any Time order any such Offender to be discharged from 40 
any such School : Provided also, that whenever any Order shall be 
made under this Act by any Divisional Justice, or by any Justices 
of Petty Sessions, for sending any Juvenile Offender to any Refor- 
matory School, it shall and may be lawful for such Juvenile Offender, 

or 
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or any Parent or Guardian of Mm or lier, to appeal against any sucli 
Order, in case same be made by any Divisional Justice to tbe 
Recorder of tbe City of Dublin at bis next Sessions 3 and in case 
such Order be made by any Justices at Petty Sessions, to tbe next 
5 Quarter Sessions of tbe Division within winch tbe Petty Sessions at . 
wMcb sucb Order shall be made shall be situate, but in case there 
shall not be Pifteen clear Days between tbe making of tbe Order and 
tbe next Sessions of the said Recorder or tbe next Quarter Sessions 
of sucb Division as aforesaid, then to tbe next following Sessions of 
10 tbe said Recorder, or tbe next following Quarter Sessions of sucb 
Division as aforesaid ; and every sucb Appellant shall give or cause 
to be given to tbe Divisional Justice whose Order is appealed from, 
or to tbe Clerk of tbe Petty Sessions at wMch the Order appealed 
from has been made, Notice in Writing of Ms Intention to appeal, at 
15 least Seven Days before tbe Commencement of the Sessions or 
Quarter Sessions to wMcb sucb Appeal shall be made ; and whenever 
any sucb Appeal shall have been so made, and sucb last-mentioned 
Notice shall have been duly given, it shall be lawful for the 
Recorder, or for tbe said Court of Quarter Sessions, as tbe Case 
20 may be, to entertain tbe same, and to confirm, reverse, or vary 
the Order complained of, or to order that sucb Juvenile Offender 
shall be sent to some other Reformatory School established under 
this Act, and sucb Appeal shall not be dismissed upon any Point of 
Porni. 

25 13 . It shall not be necessary, at tbe Time of passing Sentence, 

for any sucb Judge or Court to name the particular School to wMcb 
sucb Offender is to be sent, but it shall be sufficient for sucb Judge 
or Court to direct that sucb Offender be sent to sucb School (being 
a School duly certified under the Act, and the Directors or Managers 
30 ofwMcb may be willing to receive him,) as may thereafter, and 
before tbe Expiration of the Term of Imprisonment to wMcb such 
Offender has been sentenced, be directed by One of the Judges or by 
the Justices of the Court before whom sucb Offender shall be so 
convicted. 

35 14 Any sncli Court, liaring made an Order under the Authority 

of this Act for sending any Offender to any Reformatory, may make 
a supplemental Order, if the Court shall so think lit, at any Time 
thereafter, and before the Expiration of the Term of Imprisonment 
to which such Offender has been sentenced, exchanging the Name 
« of such Reformatory for the Name of any other Reformatory to 
which such Offender might in the first instance legally have been 
sent provided the Directors or Managers of such Reformatory he 
'[65.] A 3 
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w illin g to receive such Offender, and such Offender shall be sent to 
such last-mentioned School accordingly. 

15. The Expense of conveying any Juvenile Offender sentenced 
under this Act to the Reformatory School to which he has been com- 
mitted under an original or supplemental Order shall be charged 5 
and chargeable upon the County, County of a City, or County of a 
Town from which he shall have been first removed, and such 
Expenses shall in the first instance be paid as follows ; that is to 
say, by the Governor of the Prison of such County, County of 
a City, or Comity of a Town, when such Expenses shall have 10 
been incurred by the Governor or any Officer of any' Prison therein 
respectively having the Custody under Sentence of such Offender, 
other than a Bridewell, and by the local Inspector of Constabulary 
when such Expenses shall have been incurred by the Keeper or 
other Officer of any Bridewell therein respectively having the Cus- 15 
tody under Sentence of such Offender; and such Governor and 
local Inspector respectively shall from Time to Time lay before the 
Board of Superintendence of the said Prison Accounts duly vouched 
of the Expenses so incurred ; and the said Board shall examine 
such Accounts, and upon being satisfied of then- Reasonableness 20 
and Accuracy shall pay the same out of any Funds under their 
Control, in like Manner as if such Expenses had been incurred for 
the Removal of Prisoners under the Provisions of an Act passed in 
the Eouxteenth and Fifteenth Years of the Reign of Her Majesty, 
Chapter Eighty-five, and the said Act shall extend to and include 25 
such Expenses. 

18. It shall be the Duty of the Governor of any Prison, or the 
Keeper or other Officer of any Bridewell, having the Custody under 
Sentence of any Juvenile Offender who is ordered to be sent to any 
Reformatory, to forward, with such Offender, to such Reformatory, 30 
an original Duplicate, if' any such Duplicate exists, of the Warrant of 
Commitment under which such Offender has been imprisoned, and if 
no such Duplicate exists, to forward with such Offender a Copy of 
such Warrant, and at the Foot of such Duplicate or Copy to make a 
Memorandum stating that the Juvenile Offender named therein, and 35 
sent therewith, is identical with the Person delivered with the 
Warrant of which the Instrument is a Duplicate or a Copy to such 
Prison or Bridewell, and such Memorandum shall be signed by such 
Governor or Keeper or other Officer aforesaid, and the Possession of 
such Warrant or Copy of a Warrant, with such Memorandum so 40 
signed, shall be a sufficient Authority for the Detention of such 
Juvenile Offender in such Reformatory. 

« 17. The 
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17. The Production of an original Duplicate of the Warrant, of "What shall 
Commitment or a Copy of the Warrant of Commitment of such 

young Person, with a Memorandum as aforesaid, signed or pur- Evidence as 
porting to he signed hy the Governor or Keeper of the Gaol or of juvenile 
5 Bridewell from which such young Person was sent as herein-before Offenders, 
provided, accompanied hy a Statement signed or purporting to he 
signed hy the Manager or Superintendent of any Reformatory School, 
that the young Person named in such Warrant or Copy was duly 
received into and is at the signing thereof detained in such School, 

10 or has been otherwise disposed of according to Law, shall in all 
Proceedings whatsoever he sufficient Evidence of the due Conviction 
and Imprisonment and subsequent Detention and Identity of the 
young Person named in such Warrant. 

18. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s ^vrer t° ^ 
15 Treasury, upon the Representation of the Chief Secretary of the defray U (fost 

Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, to defray, out of any Funds which shall ot'Mainte- 
be provided by Parliament for that Purpose, either the whole Cost Reformatory 
of the Care and Maintenance of any Juvenile Offender so detained School, 
in any Reformatory School as aforesaid, at such rate per Head as 
20 shall be determined by them, or such Portion of such Cost as shall 
be recommended by the said Chief Secretary. 

19. Anri whereas it is expedient that some Provisions should Absconding 
be made for the Punishment of any Juvenile Offender so directed CoSucfS 7 
to be detained as aforesaid in any such Reformatory School who ^ c |urmatory 

25 shall abscond therefrom, or wilfully neglect or refuse to abide by tobc°’ ^ 
and conform to the Rules thereof : Be it enacted, That it shall and punished, 
may be lawful to and for any Justice of the Peace or Magistrate in 
Petty Sessions, or Police Magistrate, acting in and for the County, 

City, Borough, Riding, or Division wherein the said Offender shall 
30 actually be or be recaptured , at the Time he or she shall so abscond, 
or neglect or refuse as aforesaid, upon the Proof thereof made before 
him upon the Oath of One credible Witness, by Warrant under his 
Hand and Seal to commit the Party so offending for every such 
Offence to any Gaol or House of Correction for the said County, 

35 City, ’Borough, Riding, or Division with or without Hard Labour 
for" any Period not exceeding Six Calendar Months , such Period of 
Imprisonment to be passed, as far as is practicable, in strict Sepa- 
ration ; and such Offender shall at the Termination of such Impri- 
sonment be transmitted to the same Reformatory to which he or 
40 she was originally sentenced, if the Directors or Managers shall be 
then willing to receive such Offender, there to complete the full 
Term of his or her original Sentence.

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20 . Any Person wlio shall directly or indirectly wilfully withdraw 
any young Person from any such Reformatory School or Institution 
as aforesaid to which he or she has been so sent, or induce him or 
her to abscond therefrom, or who, knowing any young Person to 
have been withdrawn or to haye absconded from any such School or 5 
Institution as aforesaid, shall harbour or conceal or assist in con- 
cealing such young Person, or prevent him or her from returning to 
such School or Institution, shall be liable for any such Offence to 

a Penalty not exceeding Five Founds, to be recovered and enforced 
by summary Conviction in the same Manner, and subject to the same 10 
Provisions and Orders, and under the same Powers, as any penal or 
other Sum may be enforced by summary Conviction under the Petty 
Sessions, Ireland, Act, 1851. 

21 . Every Officer of a Certified Reformatory School authorized 
by the Managers of the School, in Writing under their Hands or the 15 
Hand of then Secretary, to take charge of any youthful Offender 
sentenced to Detention under this Act for the Purpose of conveying 
him to or from the School, or of bringing hhn back to the School 

in case of his Escape or Refusal to return, shall, for such Purpose 
and while engaged in such Duty, have all such Powers, Authorities, 20 
Protection, and Privileges for the Purpose of the Execution of his 
Duty as a Reformatory Officer as any Constable has while acting 
within his Jurisdiction. 

22. Whenever the Inspector of Reformatory Schools shall certify 
under Sand in Writing that in his Opinion the absconding of any 25 
young Offender from any Reformatory School was not the Result of 
Negligence or Want of due Frecaution upon the Fart of the 
Manager , Half the Expenses of Recapture shall be paid to the 
Manager by the Treasury. 

23 . In every Case in which any Juvenile Offender shall be 30 
sentenced to be detained in a Reformatory School under this Act, 
the Court by which he or she shall be so sentenced shall direct 
the proper Officer of the Court to issue his Certificate of the 
said Sentence, which shall be conclusive Evidence thereof ; and in 
every Case of such Sentence as aforesaid the Parent or Step Parent 35 
of such Offender sliaR, if of sufficient Ability, be liable to contribute 

to his or her Support and Maintenance a Sum not exceeding Eive 
Shillings a Week ; and it shall he lawful for any Justice or Justices 
of the Peace sitting at Petty Sessions for the District in which 
such Parent or Step Parent shall reside, or for any Divisional Police 10 
Magistrate in any City or Borough in which such Parent or Step 
Parent shall reside, upon the Complaint of any Person authorized hy 

the 
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tlie Chief or Under Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant for Ireland 
to take Proceedings in that Behalf, to summon the Parent or Step 
Parent, as the Case may he, and on the Hearing of such Summons, 
■whether the Party s umm oned shall appear or not, to examine into 
5 his or her Ability to contribute to such Offender’s Support or Main- 
tenance, and to make an Order upon him or her for such weekly 
Payment, not exceeding Five Shillings per Week , as shall seem 
reasonable, during the whole or any Part of the Detention of such 
Juvenile Offender in suck Reformatory School, such Payment to he 
10 made, at such Times as by such Order may he directed, to the 
Person so authorized to take Proceedings as aforesaid, or to such 
Person as such Chief or Under Secretary may from Time to Time 
appoint to receive the same, and by him to he accounted for and 
paid as the said Chief or Under Secretary may direct. 



15 24. The Parent or Step Parent, or the Person authorized by the Power to 

Chief or Under Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to take J e u ™*’ 0 ”' 
Proceedings as aforesaid, may respectively at any Time apply to any increase the 
Justice or Justices of the Peace sitting at Petty Sessions for the ]^ nts> 
District in which such Parent or Step Parent resides, or before any Payment not 
20 Divisional Police Magistrate for any City or Borough in which such 

Parent or Step Parent resides or in which such Reformatory is situate, weekly, 
for an Order to diminish the weekly Sum payable hy said Parent or 
Step Parent under such Older as aforesaid, or to increase it to an 
Amount not exceeding Five Shillings per Week ; and the Justices or 
25 Stipendiary or Divisional Police Magistrate as aforesaid, on Proof that 
the said Parent or Step Parent, or the said Person so authorized to 
take Proceedings as aforesaid, have given to each other, as the Case 
may he, not less than One Week’s Notice in Writing of the intended 
Application, and of the Time and Place of hearing the same, shah 
30 make full Inquiry into the Matter and into the then Circumstances 
and Ability of such Parent or Step Parent, and may diminish or 
the Amount of the weekly Sum payable by such Parent or 
Step Parent as they think fit, or may release him from such Pay- 
ment altogether, such Order to he without Prejudice to any future 
35 Order which on any further Inquiry into Hie Circumstances and 
Ability of the said Parent or Step Parent may appear to he just and 
reasonable. 



25 In case Default he made for the Space of Fourteen Days 
in Payment of any Sum of Money which may have become payable 
40 by such Parent or Step Parent under any such Order, such Sum of 
Money shall in every such Case be levied upon the Goo* and 
Chattels of the Defendant by Distress and Sale thereof; and if it 
shall appear to the said Justices, on Confession of the Defendant or 
B otherwise, 
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otherwise, or if it shall he returned to the Warrant of Distress, in 
any such Case, that no sufficient Goods of the Party against whom 
snch Warrant shall have been issued can he found, it shall he lawful 
to the Justices or Magistrate to whom such Return is made, or for 
any other Justice of the Peace for the same County, Riding, Division, 5 
Liberty, City, Borough, or Place, by his Warrant as aforesaid, to 
commit the Defendant to the House of Correction or Common Gaol 
for any Term not exceeding Ten Days, unless the Sum to be paid, 
and all Costs and Charges of the Distress, and of the Commitment 
and conveying of the Defendant to Prison, (the Amount thereof 10 
being ascertained and stated in such Commitment,) shall he sooner 
paid. 

26. Whereas it is expedient to make further Provision for the 
due Care and Protection of Juvenile Offenders discharged from 
Reformatory Schools : It shall be lawful for the Managers of any 15 
Reformatory School, previous to making Application for the Dis- 
charge of any Juvenile Offender committed to such School, to place 
such Offender on Trial with some Person to be named in the Licence 
herein-after mentioned, who shall be willing to receive and take 
charge of and qualified to provide for and take care of such Offender, 20 
and to grant to such Offender a licence under then* Hands, or the 
Hand of any One of them appointed for that Purpose, to reside with 
such Person for any Term not exceeding Twelve Months, unless 
sooner called upon by the said Managers to return to the said School, 
and to require such Offender to return to the said School at any 25 
Time during the same ; and any Offender who shall abscond from 
such Person during such Term, or shall refuse to return to the 
Reformatory School at the End of such Term or before the End of 
the Time, when so required, shall be held to have absconded from 
the School, and shall be liable to the Penalties in that Case made 30 
and provided : Provided always, that no such Offender shall be so 
placed out before the Expiration of One Half of the Term of Deten- 
tion to winch he was originally sentenced. 

27. The Managers of a Certified Reformatory School may, at 

any Time after an Offender has been placed out on Licence as 35 
aforesaid, if he conducted himself well during his Absence from 
the School, bind him, with his own Consent, Apprentice to any 
Trade, Calling, or Service, notwithstanding that his Period of 
Detention has not expired ; and every such Binding shall be valid 
and effectual to all Intents. 40 

28. It shall and may be lawful for the Chief Secretary of the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, if he shall think fit to do so, to remove 

any 
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any such youthful Offender from one Reformatory School to another : from one 
‘ Tin - School to 

Provided always, that such Removal shall not increase the Period anot h er . 

for which such Offender was sentenced to remain in a Reformatory 
School, and that the same shall only be to some Reformatory under 
5 the Management of Persons of the same Religious Profession as 
that to which he or she might haye been originally committed.

29 The following Rules shall he enacted with respect to Evidence Rules re-

(1.) The Production of tile Dublin Gazette, containing a Notice under this 
of the Grant or ‘Withdrawal of a Certificate hy the Chief Act - 
Secretary to or from a Reformatory School, or of the 
Resignation of any snch Certificate, shall be sufficient 
Evidence of the Fact of the Publication of such Notice, 
and also of the Fact of a Certificate having been duly- 
granted to or withdrawn from tbe School named in the 
Notice, or resigned by the Managers thereof. 

(2.) The Grant of a Certificate to a certified School may also be 
proved by tbe Production of the Certificate itself, or of a 
Copy of the same, purporting to he signed by the Inspector 
of Reformatory Schools. 

(3.) The Production of the Warrant or other Document- in pur- 
suance of which a youthful Offender is directed to he sent 
to a Certified Reformatory School, with a Statement 
indorsed thereon or annexed thereto, purporting to be 
signed by the Superintendent or other Person in charge of 
the School, to the Effect that the Offender therein named 
was duly received into and is at the Date of the signing 
thereof detained in the School, or has been otherwise 
dealt with according to Law, shall in all Proceedings 
relating to such Offender be Evidence of the Identity of 
and of the due Conviction and Imprisonment of and 
subsequent Detention of the Offender named in the Warrant 
or other Document. 

(4.) A Copy of the Rules of a Certified Reformatory School, pur- 
porting to be signed by tbe Inspector of Reformatory 
Schools, shall he Evidence of such Rules in all legal 
Proceedings whatever. 

(5.) A School to which any youthful Offender is directed to be 
sent in pursuance of this Act shall, until the contrary is 
proved, be deemed to be a Certified Reformatory School 
within tbe Meaning of this Act.

enforcing the same. 

33. This Act shall apply to all Reformatory Schools certified 
under the Act hereby repealed, and to all Offenders sent to any 25 
Reformatory School under the Act hereby repealed, in the same 
Manner in all respects as if such School had been certified and such 
Offenders had been sent thereto under this Act, with this Qualifi- 
cation, that no youthful Offender shall be detained in any Re- 
formatory School in pursuance of any Order made under the 30 
repealed Act for a longer Period than he would have been liable 

to be detained therein if this Act had not been passed.
